element, wherein the detected change in the electrical property is used to determine the mass of 
the flowing fluid.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The main reason for 
allowance of claims 10-17 is that the prior art does not show or make obvious a device for detecting a 
mass of a flowing fluid as shown in claim 10. Applicant discloses a device for detecting a mass of a 
flowing fluid comprising a second electrical element supported by the housing external of the flow 
passage. The closest related art is Clowater et al. (5,563,340), which discloses a device for detecting a 
mass of flowing fluid but lacks a second electrical element supported by the housing external of the flow 
passage. This limitation in combination with other limitations of the claims renders this case allowable.
